NOTE: New clainn 6 raises new issues requiring further consideration (including application of prior art) as well as 
including new 35 USC 112 issues in that it refers to the "process of claim 1" whereas claim 1 is not directed to a process. . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: principally the reasons of record. Additionally, 
applicant has again argued that the carboxylated chloroprene is "the main ingredient" Again, however, NOTHING in claim 1 defines in 
any manner that this is the "main ingredient" A reference to "100 parts" says nothing about whether this is the "main" ingredient but 
rather simply is relevant to determine the relative proportions of components. This claimed adhesive could also contain 1000 parts of 
some other rubber. The arguments in this regard are thus unpersuasive. Further, although applicant has argued that "consisting 
essentially of" language in dependent claims excludes large amounts of non-carboxylated chloroprene, it is not entirely clear that this is 
necessarily the case as it has not been shown that such additional materials materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the 
claimed invention. . 
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
